Tho negative clauses forbid an aviator 


or passenger to carry explosives, cameras 
or wireless telegraphy equipment and fix 
the minimum distance of approach be- 
tween two machines in flight at' 400 feet. 
How the observance of these laws is to 
be enforced is a matter that the authori- 
ties will 'have to consider ere long. 


Ko doubt the present decrees have been 


primarily framed for the assistance of 
military authorities. The stipulations -with 
regard to wireless telegraphy, 
cameras 


and explosives have obviously a military 
basis, and, the log book may be regarded 
as a check on the aerial whereabouts of 
suspected persons.

The estimates just com- 
pleted by the German statistical of- 
fice and published in the Imperial 
Gazette fully bears out previous state- 
ments as to the. reality of this menace. 
The total number of births .In the 


empire has fallen from 2,076,660' in 
1908 
to 2,038,367 in 1909, 
and 
to 


1,982,836 in 1910. 
For the first time , 


in twenty-four years the number ot-yt 
births has again dropped below tlttf" 
2,000,000 mark, while in proportion 
to total population it is lower than it 
has been at any time in sixty years. 


With a decllnirig d«ath.rate, there is 


still an annual increase of about 8SO,- 
000 in the population, but, if condi- 
tions continue as they are, this raie 
of growth obviously can not be much 
longer maintained.

The Hymenpptera, such as bees or wasps, 
ar.e able to shift this senter of inflection 
of the abdomen and legs, but the diptera 
can not.dp :this; they therefore require the 
balancer,-by-whose use they are able to 
lessen the wing "stroke, as with.a brake, 
and thus shift the axis of sustention, 
bringing about, the same result in a dif- 
ferent way. .The writer has been able, by 
adding weights to the bodies of insects 
deprived of theii? balancers, to -shift the 
center of gravity and thus restore their 
powers of steady flight. Aviators should j 
study these facts, he says, and adds: |

continued. 
"You make people laugh by 


your facial expressions, pulling down the 
corners of your mouth, rolling your eyes, 
or making faces of some sort. All that 
is just exaggerating a bit what the aver- 
age fellow would do in the same circum- 
stances 
You hav-2 to imagine what his 


facial expression would be in any par- 
ticular case and then deliberately set out 
to • exaggerate It just enough to make it 
funny 
without making It 
unnatural. 


That's why a '.ow comedian will sit in 
front of a mirror by the hour and 'make 
s faces' at himself. I played Jonnny Ray's 


~1 double in "A Hot Old Time" for two 
f 
years and the two of us used to get in 
rrorit of a mirror and try by the hour to 
see who could mako ths funniest faces."

'But there's &tlll another side to low 


comedy wcrk." Dillon went on, "and that 
Is that every comedian on the stage is 
a low comedian at. times.. Tak.e Willie 
Collier, one of the- greatest, or Nat Good- 
win when he played comedy a few years 
ago. 
If you watch their work closely 


t-nough you will see that they use all the 
low-comedy tricks that, the average low 
comedian 'does, only -they "dress it up" 
better. By that I mean that they wear 
better clothes, havo better surroundings, 
end only run Jn a. low comedy trick now 
and then, so that the general impression 
!* more natural. 
The only difference Is 


"lt«Rt I'm a low comedian all the time, and 
men-like Collier are only low comedians 
;r.GV and then." 


There you have It, the difference be- 


tween high and IOTT comedy, and the ex- 
planation why to call low comedy an 
"ff."

declared with a rueful smila, ."nearly al- 
ways a tragedy, although now and then 
a howling farce more appreciated by an 
audience—for my babies are for stage 
purposes only—^than by those of us who 
have to deal with them."

election ,1s. In sight, but although we are 
outwardly very calm today, there, are, 
however, Quite a.-few of-.vs who are .wor- 
ried and who will live In. a state of fear 
until the holidays have passed without 
n. German Invasion somewhere on our 
long exposed coast linel The danger is, 
of course, purely Imaginary, but ever 
since the alleged • German spy. Captain 
Grant, was caught at Portsmouth a cou- 
ple of weeks ago and it was revealed in 
court that Germany had been .anxious 
to F.nd out how .many men and how large 
supplies of coal there would be in our 
naval ports, during Christmas >veek, rmy 
number of people, scared by the sensa- 
tiona.l press, ha.ve become quite convinced 
that the Kaiser intends to pay us an un- 
welcome visit during the holidays and the 
government Is being roundly ^denounced 
because it has granted furloughs to a very-, 
.large percentage 
of' officers and men 


from the various home defence squadrons 
scattered along our.' coasts.. . . . 


FEARS ARE ABSURDITY. 


These fears are, of course,-absurd, for 


not only would it be Impossible for Ger- 
many to mobilize, her army and navy 
without the knowledge of England, which 
maintains a host .of spies In every Ger- 
man seaport, but from a very reliable 
source at the Imperial court In Berlin I 
know that the Kaiser has' been very much 
upset at the manner in which the major- 
ity of the'German newspapers commented 
on Sir Edward Grey's speech, on 'Anglo- 
German relations. Personally the Kaiser 
Is exceedingly anxious to be at peace with 
England, not only on humanitarian but 
diplomatic grounds. 


"People forget," he is reported to have, 


said to an Intimate friend on one occa- 
casion, i "that my friendship for England 
is a, personal' one. My relationship to the 
British royal family wotild alone suffice 
to make me wish, that my people and the 
English people should be friends with one 
another."

MASSES ARE NERVOUS. 
It is the extreme nervousness of the 


masses, both here and In Germany, due to 
the machinations of the politicians and a 
certain part of the press, that endanger 
the friendship of England and -Germany, 
for the governments of ' both • countries 
take a very hopeful view of;the situation 
and Sir Edward Grey was.right when he 
said a few days ago in a speech 
"There are'some friends of mine -who 


are always ta.pplng tha barometer, every 
five minutes to see if it is'rising—a/ very 
natural impulse. We have all felt..that 
Impulse when after a period • of indiffer- 
ent weather we /have a longing for an 
Improvement, -but what I believe to b& 
really desirable now Is that we„ should 
have a few weeks of diplomatic .repose.

.pert, but he should at least know enough to avoid the 
introduction of clouds due to. ascending currents, 
forming while the day grows warmer, in sunset or 
evening scenes, and conversely, the clouds common to 
the cold hours, or formed when the 'earth is losing 
heat, should not, appear in a painting representing a 
high sun. Some attention should,be paid to the char- 
acter of the cloud and' its appropriate level.

painters get their clouds in .the proper level. Only to 
him who watches, whether it be from attic_window or 
from mountain height, is it given to know the clouds, 
as they pass in quiet mo'desty or trailing glory."

Musician's Mane Valuable Asset 


,Of all the great musicians that, have visited San 


Francisco, Kubelik, the violinist, is the least eccen- 
tric.

keen interest in what he sees around him and'taMcs 
intelligently. The only sign of "temperament" about 
him is his long hair, worn somewhat in the manner of 
Liszt. His hair is his one distinguishing personal ec- 
centricity, a sort of trade-mark. -Any one would know 
Kubelik by his hair. But Kubelik does not wear that 
sort of hair, cut because he likes it. He wears it ,that 
way because he has to. It is in his contract with- his 
business manager, an astute gentleman who knows 
the value of that kind of mane'when it comes to ex- 
ploiting a musician1. If Jan had his hair cut he might 
walk along any street and attract"no more attention 
than a sixty-dollar bookkeeper in the back room of a 
bank; but'that hirsute shock is now known from Buda- 
pest to the seal rocks, and Kubelik is doomed to wear 
it with what patience he may at least until his present 
contract runs out. The great virtuoso does not like it.: 
He knows that he could play on his violin just as well 
without it. But_ his manager knows his business. 
Has an Eye to Business 


It may be said, too, that when it comes to busi- 


ness Kubelik also knows his. 
To illustrate: 
For 


some day's there has been a plan afoot to have Kube- 
lik give one concert, accompanied by Henry Hadley's 
symphony orchestra. Music-lovers were enthusiastic*. 
Kubelik, recognizing Hadley's well-known ability as 
a conductor, ..was agreeable. 
All the arrangements 


progressed favorably until it; came, to making the an- 
nouncements. Hadley insisted that they should' read: 
'''Hadley's Symphony;: Orchestra and'.Kubelik.". The 
violinist was of the opinion 'that tlje announcement 
should be worded: "Jan Kubelik, Accompanied by. 
Hadley's Symphony Orchestra," and he very proper- 
ly pointed out that that was the style of the an- 
nouncements when he played with the big symphony 
orchestra in Boston and elsewhere. And so the com- 
bination is off and the devotees of Kubelik and Had- 
,-ley will have to 'hear :them separately. 
Realizing His Day Dreams 


But few nien ever .realize their day dreams. One 


of the few who has is Willis Polk, architect. 
For 


many Bohemian but weary years' about the only 
things Willis built were castles in the air. These, he 
described to the reporters at night, while by day he 
sported the oak and-drew fantastic designs for fabu- 
lous ferry ;and municipal building's which found their 
way into .the Sunday supplements and then faded 
away like a" mirage. Some of them were gorgeous 
creations, arid it would have taken more money than; 
ever came out of the .mint to build"them. But Polk 
found himself by degrees, and when he finally got 
down to solid earth he did some pf the best practical 
work in California, .and many a .fine building in new 
San Francisco is a monument to 'his genius for com- 
bining the necessities-of commercialism with whatever 
beauty it is possible to'put around elevator shafts and 
counting rooms.' Polk -lives .in fashionable Burliri- 
game and is at the top of" his profession.. Moreover,' 
he is the leading spirit in perfecting the plans for the- 
Panama-Pacific Exposition., What he says goes', and 
it doesn't.go until he says it may. "

It is not generally known, but Polk is the designer 


of the 850-foot monument that is to be built in Lin- 
coln Park. The model was made and stood for some, 
time in the court of the Palace Hotel, where all could [ 
see.it. It was so generally admired that the-directors 
finally accepted it, but for some reason nothing was 
said of the designer.

Last Word in "400" Litigation 


The last word has been said in the famous quarrel, 


between the Huntingdon and the Stanford and Crocker 
families. 


Reference is had tc- the decision of a New York 


judge the other day giving a judgment pf $1 to the 
Pacific Improvement Company of this city in its suit 
against the estate of C. P. Huntington for the re- 
covery of 5100 shares of the Maricopa and 'Phoenix 
Railroad, the branch'-of the Southern Pacific, which 
gives it an entrance into Phoenix from. Maricopa. The 
complaint stated-that Huntington shortly before he 
died took the shares of stock from the Pacific Im- 
provement Company and turned them over to the 
Southern Pacific, without .consideration. The Eastern 
court' found that when Huntington ..did: this 
the 


branch line was not paying interest on .its bonds and 
therefore the stock could: not have had'any market 
value.

This 
woman was the right hand of .Lord. Calvert, the at- 
torney for' Lord Baltimore,..whd.._had been given a 
grant of. the colony. When Calvert died, Margaret 
Brent succeeded him in- authority - and. as presiding 
officer in the colony's.legislature. When she'insisted 
.on her right to vote in the body, however, •there was 
a great hubbub, which ended in'her defeat.

Trunk Pacific. Kays hails from the middle west of 
the Linked States. 


Sir William Van .Home, formerly the head of the 


Canadian Pacific, -and Sir Thomas G. Shaughnessy; 
its present -head, came from the same section. - Van 
Home was knighted by Queen-Victoria for his dis- 
tinguished railroad work in Canada. 
Shaughnessy 


was knighted 'by King Edward for the same reason. 
Van Home was a, great friend of the late Jerome A. 
Fillmore of this city, and was fond of indulging, with 
the"latter, in both mushrooms and poker. 


Sir Donald,, with his partner, Sir William Mac- 


kenzie, own thie Canadian Northern Railroad. 
Both 


were knighted by King Edward. 
Both are rich be- 


yond the dreams of avarice today. They got their 
first start building snowsheds and doing construction 
work of other kinds for the Canadian Pacific. Prior 
to that time Mann was a carpenter, a good one, too. 
Mackenzie 4n those days kept a livery stable. 
While 


not'as wealthy as. Andrew Carnegie, their origin was 
as lowly and their mental worth and soundness of 
character are. just as good. 


Shaughnessy and Van Home in their early lives 


were section men on the Iowa Central road. In those 
days the'former is said to have spelled his name 
O'Shaughnessy.

He asked a woman if she 
remembered him. She did not.

"that ethical reforms should introduce 
a new attitude toward dress on the. part 
of women. They are now enthralled by 
a. tyranny of fashion from which .they can 
emancipate themselves without the aid 
of statutes or legislatures. 


"If they are to accomplish useful things, 


tliey c-annot give so much -worse, than 
•wasted time to superfluous dress. 


"There IK a sense of ethical unrest on 


the part of women in regard to this sub- 
ject. 
I have received three manifestoes 


from various parts of the world, sho\v- 
inp that women everywhere are trying 
to attain greater simplicity in what they 
wcnr. In New Zealand I find that a cer- 
.iiin cult have reduced their habiliments 
cr the simple system qf adornment adopted 
hy the court pages ot early days. Now. 
t'nr the slender lines of youth I believe 
this fashion-very satisfactory, but as a 
mode of clothing dignified and stately age

human form divine.In a manner ethically 
attractive. Man, in tlie course of a few

•Put Him Out of fhe Schools. 


While it is not a case for hysterics we quite agree with the Sac- 


ramento Bee that H. A. Adrian, superintendent of schools of Santa 
Barbara county, is not a proper person to have a directing influence 
in American, public schools. His recent utterances in Sacramento 
show him to have no sympathy with American ideals. His gross 
perversions of history and his anxiety to defend Great Britain from 
the indictment drawn in the Declaration of Independence are.not so 
much occasion for indignation as 'wonder that a "mari so 'warped 
against the traditions and ideals of his own.-people should have ever 
been elected to superintend teaching;in any American community. 


Of course we do not deny Mr. Adrian the right to hold and ex- 


press any views he may cherish. We do assert, however, that a 
man holding and expressing such views as: he expressed, at Sacra- 
mento is not a proper man to supervise the "education of American 
youth. It is not so much that his sentiments are. unpatriotic that 
exception is taken to him and them, but the fact that he is grossly 
in error in regard to historical facts of the highest importance to the 
people of this country. He .teaches false history to the discredit of 
the men who led the resistance to the oppressions of the English 
crown. He is holding up the past—-the heroic .period m our national 
history—in a false light, and in doing so holds up'to'view George 
Washington and the signers of the-Declaration of Independence, as 
men who deliberately organized a conspiracy against a just, and 
beneficent government without cause or-provocation.

Mr. Adrian should read what Sydney -Smith and Lord Macaulay 
have written about'the caus.es of. the-dispute which led up'to the 
Revolution.

King George imposed upon them his govern- 
ors, judges and tax-gatherers without asking, their consent, and last- 
ly sent over a large body of troops to compel submission to the 
tyranny. .

1 Airthis\was:'just1 and benevblent-'in Mr. Adrian's: eyes-. It was 
not in the eyes of William Pitt, Edmund Burke, Colonel Barre and 
•other high-minded -and liberty-loving statesmen of England. It is 
conceded .to have been tyrannical and wrong, utterly wrong, by the 
most illustrious and patriotic of modern English historians. Yet 
an'American pedagogue stands up in an assemblage of public school 
teachers and ,t>y broad inference if not direct statement declares it 
to have been right, and by the same implication Indicts George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Samuel Adams, John Adams, Pat- 
rick Henry, Alexander Hamilton,.

In tlie first article In this series we 


showed that agriculture is a hazardous 
occupation, and we closed the 
article 


with the query: "Why 'should a workman 
who loses a hand in a planing mill be 
conceded to be entitled to compensation 
and compensation be denied to one. who 
loses a hand In a thresher or feed cutter? 
No answer to this query has been at- 
tempted, and none will be. There is no 
good reason why. 


But the plea is mafia, on behalf of the 


farmer rather than by the farmer, that in- 
asmuch as it will not be as easy for the 
farmer to carry the cost of compensation 
Into the selling' price of his product as 
it will be for the owner of the planing 
mill to do It, therefore, 
tha 
farmer 


should not be required to bear any. part 
of the compensation cost at all. Ifow tha 
farmer may bear the cost of compensa- 
tion to the injured farm hands will be 
a subject'for a future article, but, 
be- 


fore takinp; that up, it may be well to 
Inquire further into the nature of the 
burden of Industrial accident. 


SYSTEM IS OBSOLETE. 


Compensation to injured workmen is 


V,ased on the proposition that each In- 
dustry should take care of Its own killed 
and wounded. Is that a sound proposi- 
tion? Is there any better reason why 
each industry should bear the burden of 
insurance against risk from fire than 
against risk from accident? Industrial- 
accident is as inevitable as fire or break- 
age or wear and tear of machinery. If 
each industry should not bear its own 
portion of that 
cost, who should? And 


upon what theory of Justice? Injured per- 
son;!, and those dependent upon them, 
rnurt somehow be taken some sort of care 
of. Tho sole Issue Is as to whether they 
shall be taken care of above .the poverty 
line, In terms of compensation, or below 
the poverty line In terms of deprivation, 
degradation, and that criminality 
and 


rnemlicancy that arise from poverty. If 
we do not choose compensation we there- 
by do choose to discharge the obligation 
below the poverty line with tha Infliction 
upon .the Innocent and helpless of all the 
injustice and hardship that the old sys- 
tem entails, a system that no other nar 
tlon in Christendom any longer tolerates. 


PROPERTY PAYS 'PART. 


Tf tha farmer has not taken care of 
those who were injured in his service 


"flnoone else has taken at least, some 
port of care of them. Who did it? The 
answer Is that the injured .and their 
dependents have been taken care of by 
Property and Poverty. Property has paid 
Us part of the cost In taxes for pauper

find punishment of crime. Therefore, if 
the farm owner has, under the Roseberry 
law. to pay out something in the form 
of insurance against compensation risks 
lie will have something in his taxes in 
the form of relief from at least a part 
of the burden of criminality and pauper- 
Ism that now weighs 
heavily upon the 


state. 
One hand will, to that extent, 


help to wash the other. 


HUMAN SUFFERING.

Millions Starving in Russia; 


Red Tape Balks

IX3NDON, Bee. 23—When tho Christ- 


mas bells peal out tholr annual message 
of "Peace on earth gooO. win toward 
men" Monday, there are many countries 
In which the glad tidings will-not bo re- 
echoed. 


Not in decades has Tulatide found the 
world embroiled in such bitter struggles 
as it is today. Rebellion and famine are 
killing tens of thousands In China, and 
from present indications tho ancient form 
of government will bo overthrown anil a 
republic or constitutional monarchy es- 
tablished. 


Europe Is in the most turburlent stats 
sinco the Franco-Prussion war. Turkey 
and Italy are at each others' throats 
over the possession of Tripoli, whllo Bus-' 
sla and England havo apparently reached 
an agreement to divide Persia, despite 
the efforts of the treasurer-general, "W. 
Morgan-Shunter. 
Tho 
Anglo-German 
relations have 
reached an exceedingly acute stage, and 
wnlle the possibility of an armed conflict 
-seems exceedingly remote, European dip- 
lomats are not sparing any efforts to 
ivort the catastrophe. 


INTERESTING STUDY. 


In many respects 
the 
situation 
In 
China affords the most interesting study. 
For centuries the superstitious THongo- 
JJan has been bowed down undor the Iron 
yoko of Manchu rule. Many attempts 
have been made to overthrow tho des- 
potic government, but each rebellion has 
been crushed almost at Its Inception. Tho 
po-caliecl foreign invasion, which 
has 
been going on for .the past ten, years, 
however, has awakened the -Chinese to 
the possibilities of their 'country,.; and 
has jffiven them an insight Into the meth- 
ods of the western countries.. 
Gradually they havo begun to realize 
their position and frequent demands £5"ave 
been mado upon the government by tho 
people for more voice In its 
affairs. 
Prominent In this movement are a num- 
ber of young Chinese, who have received 
their training in American universities, 
and have no patience with the ancient 
despotic form of government under which 
their fathers lived. 
The present rebellion began about two 
months ago with the revolt of nearly all 
of the southern provinces, and the cap- 
ture by • the revolutionists of a number 
of Important cities, since then thousands 
of lives have been sacrificed on both 
sides and millions of dollars worth of 
pronerty destroyed. Famine has followed 
in the wake of the sword ana is fast 
swelling the ghastly list of victims. As 
3'et the end is nowhere in sight, although 
the revolutionists up to the present - have 


.. .the greater number of victories to their 
Hbredit. 


COSTS MANY LIVES, 
In Tripoli the war that Italy launched 
upon with so light a heart has evolved 
-Into a. strife that -hes cost the lives of 
thousands and resulted in an expenditure 
that will cripple Italian commerce for 
many years to come, even should the 
fighting- ceasa with the first streaks of 
dawn, on Christmas day. Tha 
Turks 
have been enforced by countless hordes 
of Arabs, strung to tho highest pitch of 
fanatical hatred against tha Christians, 
who ara seeking to deprive them of their 
land and eliminate their religion from 
tho desert cities that have rung for cen- 
turies with Mahomet's morning call to 
••prayers. 
Today the cities of Italy are disturbed 
with rumors of discontent from those 
who viewed the Invasion with normal 
eyes and a reactionary tide ci popular 
anathema ^threatens the war office and 
throno with a steadily growing demand 
for a cessation of hostilities. It is not 
improbable that negotiations with the 
Porte will be the ultimate result of this 
outcry against .the ever-increasing taxes 
that are thrust upon tho citizens to pay 
tho costs of war. 
In Russia St. Michaelmas will 
find 


millions starving In the northern prov- 
inces, and all attempt at rescue rendered 
abortive by the red tape that binds the 
Duma. The fall crops have failed utterly 
in over flvo immense Russian provinces 
and so slow have been the officials In 
coming to the rescue of the starving 
population that an investigation has been 
started to the end that blame may be 
placed in ths right Quarter. 


REFUGEES ON 'MAFICH. 


On 
tha 
steppes of Northern Russia 


where tha snow lias in deepening drifts, 
tha roads are. tilled with refugees mak- 


i Ing- their painful way to tho camps pro- 
vided for their sustenance, while beside 
tlirt road He tha forms of men and wom- 
en who have become too weak to make 
the Journey. It la estimated that over 
?10,000,000 will to needed for the work 
of rescuo. 
In Persia the war cloud still hangs, low 
'and though the Russian government is 
saJd to have mitigated Its demands upon 
tho struggling indenpondency, Cossack 
splei> awarm the streets, bomb outrages 
are faared and W. Morgan Shuster, ths 
American whoso acts .of rejuvenation in 
tho Persian treasury system 
brought 


about the misunderstanding, Is closely 
guarded against the attacks of those who 
view him with a suspicion and espouse 
tho Kusslan cause.1 


All Europe is still trembling over the 
Jtorrocan 
situation, 
which 
brought 
Franca and Germany on the 
verge 


of war. The settlement of the contro- 
versy reveals tha fact that Germany was 
compelled to back down, as France con- 
trolled tho keys to tho European war 
chest, and also makes the delicate situa- 
tion between Garmany and England more 
acute. 
Germany cannot and will not overlook 
England's stand 
In 
the matter, and 
sooner or- later there must be a settle- 
ment.

Work of Charity and

They have purchased property :on the 
northeast corner of Eighth and Chestnut 
streets and renovated, and arranged it as 
conveniently as possible for the work of 
tholr .Institute.

The present home on Eighth street Is 
but a miniature of all this, but tha sis- 
ters feel confident that the generosity of, 
the public win make possible in, the 
near future a large and commodious buildi 
ing devoted entirely to the children, where 
the many hard-working mothers of our 
community will find safe shelter 
for 
their little tines during their hours "of 
work. 
In connection with the home, 
the Sisters-have opened a sewing school, 
and already nearly a hundred girls have 
availed themselves of tha 
opportunity 


•to learn the arts of needlework. ''Cate- 
chetical instruction is the primary work 
of the institute, and ths Sisters seek 
out and-encourage to attend their classes 
all boys and girls in need of-instruction. 
This brings thBm In. connection 
with 


many oases of neglect and suffering, arid 
tho'jgh the children are their first care, 
their work, necessarily touches a 'wider 
circle, and- they exert a wholesome tn= 
fluencp upon the entire community among 
which they live and labor.

23. — That Chicago Is not a city In 
xvhlch to hold an Irrigation congress and 
that the last one has been'hol<l east of 
the Missouri river, Is the opinion given 
oy B. A. Etcheverry, associate rrofessor 
of irrigation cng'Inem'mg'. Tvlio attended 
the convention in -the Illinois city De- 
cember 5 to 9. Etchcvcvry has returned 
to Berkeley and made a written' report 
to President "Wheeler ol his observations 
tit tho congress, "which lie attended as a 
delegate from tho University of Califor- 
nia. 


"The attendance 
was. much 
smaller 


.than expected- and showed'that Chicago 
is not a xood place to hold an Irrigation 
•congress," he declared.. "It is too- far 
east to draw,a. large, number of delegates 
•from the western . states, and. the subject 
is 'not of sufficient. . interest to attract 
jrnany delegates from . the. .eastern •' states 
or to compete with the attractions of 
Chicago. The southern states interested 
1n drainage were falrlv -wcl! represented. 


."California had a delegation of about 


32, which was larger than that of most 
•western states. 
Ntarly 
everyone was 


convinced that it is desirable -to hold 
Irrigation congresses JTI the west, and I 
believe It was probably -the last congress 
to bo held east of the Missouri river. 
"The main object .of meeting, in Chi- 


cago was to bring together irrigation and. 
drainage interests in the financial center 
.of the west, to unito their strength on 
different policies 
and 
questions, 
and 
create greater interest among bankers, 
capitalists and others who nre or may 
'become interested in financing irrigation 
or drainage projects. 


SPEAKERS ABSENT. 


"A great deal of attention was given 
to drainage. There was much cUsappoint- 
ment because of the inability, of some' 
of the vmost noted speakers to be there. 
Senator Newlands and Borah, ex-Gover- 
nor Pardee, Director F. H. NcweII, and 
others s'-ent their regrets. 
"George H. Maxwell, 
now 
executive 


director of the PIttsburg flood commis*- 
sion, wa? one of the prominent delegates 
at the congress and u^ed all -his influ- 
ence to interest the dole gates and ob- 
tain tht» Indorsement of the congress for 
3-Ton. Francis G. Newlar.d's bill on river 
regulation, which calls for an annual ap- 
propriation for ten years of $50,000.000 
tfltobpmsed for river regulation and flood 
prfllrction by the storage .of water, pro- 
tpiyflon and extension of forest, reclama- 
t!6n of swamp lands and Irrigation of 
n?-id lands. 


"Of this fund $10,000,000 is for the re- 
clamation service, $10.000,000 for the for- 
est service, and $24,000,000 for thft corps 
of engineers of the United States army 
and tho remaining! $15,000,000 is to be di- 
vided between the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the bureau of plant industry, and 
tho geological survey. 
"Mr. Maxwell and other speakers urged 
tho desirability of the irrigation interests 
working together with .the drainage ln- 


, torosts. 
However, those . interested 
in 


drainage decided that they could obtain 
piore satisfactorily what they desired by 
^feniilng a separate organization and a 
Ili'alnage assoctalon was organized before 
'the close o-f the congress. 


WORK OF RECLAMATION. 


"The work of tho reclamation service 
and the results obtained on the various 
projects wero shown and described by 
C. J. Blanchard. the optimistic statisti- 
cian of the United 
States reclamation 


service, In a beautifully illustrated lec- 
ture on 'Making1 the 
"Wilderness Blos- 
som.' 
The constructive work of the re- 
clamation service • has been very spec- 
tacular and of great-magnitude; it com- 
prises some of the largest systems in 
the "United States and the highest dams 
in the world. 
"However, the results obtained In crop 


production on new land actually put un- 
der irrigation by their' system, are not 
very great, because the' majority of the 
systems are only partly completed, and 
have been ready to deliver water to only 
limited areas. 
The bes* 
examples of 
prosperous farms shown In the illustrated 
fpcfure by Mr. Blanchard wero obtained 
from farms or orchards Irrigated from 


v.f ys terns constructed before the 
opera-" 
*^ioii of the reclamation service, but which. 


Have since been taken over or consoli- 
dated into one project by the work, of the 
service. 


CRITICISM OF SERVICE. 


"The operations 
and policies of the 
reclamation service were criticised by 
Borne of the speakers, especially the high 
cost of administration, organization, and 
construction, the delay In completion and 
the unequal division of the funds among 
the different states; but Its work was 
co.omi ended In many speeches and a reso- 
Th'tlon to that effect was passed*. 
As a 


.%vho!e, the senlJment of the congress, 
<&r at least of tho speakers, was favorable 
to- Federal control. 


"•Tho prominence given to the work; of 
the reclamation service at the meetings 
of the irrigation congress, as well as 
In many magazine articles, has given an. 
Impression to tho majority of people that 
n large portion of the land irrigated in 
the western states is covered by -the 
systems of the reclamation service. While 
there Is no doubt that this has educated 
those not familiar with the importance 
of Irrigat!on in tli e west and has given 
a confidence in the irrigation industry, 
•which has helped in its development by 
other agencies, nevertheless, tlio 
land 


actually put under irrigation by the,Uni- 
ted States reclamation service is very 
small when compared to tlie total area 
as shown by the census returns.

hundred dollars. But I will not tax your 
patience with a further recital of my woes. 
I want, to live an outdoor life for the rest 
of my days. and I have decided that the 
poultry business in California would be an 
ideal, occupation. 
I have been told that 
somewhere in that state, there is a place 
where people are taught- poultry raising 
free, and that the. teacher or manager 
buys all produce from his pupils. Do vou 
know if this is true and, if so, will you 
kindly give me any information' you may 
have on the subject. 


A. Misfit. 
. A—Twenty years of slavery and nothing 
to show for it but shattered nerves and a 
few. 
hundred dollars! Think of 
it, 
you 


country boys, who are looking' forward to 
a. position In the city as the mecca of your 
dreams. I am glad if I can be of any 
assistance to this man, as well as to the 
several others who have written me. 
I 


have given but one' letter, the answer is 
for all. And I appreciate, the state of mind 
that impels one to sign himself "A Misfit," 
but no one who has done his best can 
ever be a failure. 
The problem of the 


overworked bookkeeper is a serious one. 
His salary is seld_om large enough to more 
than cover,living .expenses, but he keeps 
on,' because he is not fitted -for any other 


work, till outraged nature steps In and 
says, "Thus far and no farther." 
There ai-e several poultry colonies in 


this state which are probably what our 
correspondent refers to. There is one near 
Loa, Ang'eles, but while the manager of the 
head farm is .always ready, to advise, he 
is not supposed -to really teach one. I be- 
lieve this farm markets the eggs for those 
who "wish it. 
But for'those who object 
to living In a, colony, as .many do, there 
is another way. There are always small, 
income-producing farms to be had for a 
few hundred- cash and balance on long 
ti-me. These are usually 
equipped 
for- 
chickens and turkeys and a flock of each, 
as well as horses, cows, .wagrons, .farm 
Implements, etc., is included in "the price. 
You can "count on the fruit on the place 
-bringing in a neat sum. 
Cherries, apri- 
cots and Bartlett.j>ears always bring good 
prices, and this year prunes are high. If 
you have a good water supply, which you 
should make sure of-before you buy, you 
can raise all of your vegetables. Including 
potatoes. liThese, with your berries, fruit, 
milk, butter, eggs and chickens for the 
table, would save you a large sum during 
the year; just how large only those can 
know who have them to buy and who keep 
an expense/account. 'I take it for granted' 
that 'the readers know something about 
chickens and the. man you buy your ranch 
of will usually stay, a few days to'get you 
started right. He can tell you where you 
can get your trees sprayed and pruned 
until you learn to do it for yburself; where 
you can buy your supplies to the best ad- 
vantage; the method of feeding that 'has 
brought the best-results, and how, when 
and where to market your produce. ' You 
will know, of co'urse, that you should get 
near a good market, or your shipping bills 
will eat a big hole in your profits. 
Be 
sure that the reason the place-Is for sale 
is not on account of its being non-pro- 
ductive. Insist that the seller' showyou 
his book of accounts and prove to you 
just what his net profit has been.. If 
you use due caution in buying,' and don't 
assume too heavy a mortgage, I think 
you wiil never regret becoming a rancher 
or poultry man in California,
